Lansing, Mich,, Feb. 25 (/p)— 
The possibility of an 
investiga- 
tion to determine whether 
bills 
have been introduced in the leg- 
islature for unethical or 
malic- 
ious purposes appeared today. 


Attorney General Harry S. Toy 
said he had heard reports abotit 
measures which veteran 
legisla- 
describe as "sand bag" bills, 
mid no direct complaints had 
ime to his office.

government," Toy said. "I have 
heard rumors 
that 
some 
bills 
may have been 
introduced 
for 
the purpose of scaring some cor- 
poration or other interest." 


Legislative Investigations have 
been held in the past to determ- 
ine whether certain 
bills 
were 
submitted for 
the 
purpose 
of 
•'making some one pay" to have 
them killed. 


Toy declared that if any per- 
son who 
has 
been 
approached 
relative to such legislation 
will 
file a complaint his office will 
undertake a thorough inquiry.

“ The beaver,” Salyer’s rep o rt 
says, "should not be perm itted to 
continue occupying 
our 
tro u t 
stream s w ithout control, unless 
a sound beaver-trout m anagem ent 
program is adopted and carried 
out. a choice will need be m ade 
between beaver and trout. 
On 
the other hand, this investigation 
has indicated that, under proper 
m anagem ent, beaver can readily 
be made an , aid in 
m aintaining 
tro u t fishing, rather th an a men­ 
ace as a t present. 


“ Under the system of m anage­ 
m ent to be proposed, it is believed 
that, as a minimum result, 
the 
present beaver population can be 
m aintained w ithout m aterial dam ­ 
age to tro u t fishing. 


“ Both beaver and tro ut are ex­ 
ceedingly desirable 
natu ral 
re- 
■ lources. 
The presence 
of 
the 
right num ber of beaver on 
our 
stream s guarantees m ore 
otter, 
m uskrats and even deer in 
the 
country.” 


Perfective m anagem ent of beav­ 
er num bers can be obtained 
by 
systematized and routine blow­ 
ing out of dams, says Salyer’s re ­ 
port, “ after they have 
fulfilled 
their greatest m utual service to 
both heaver and tro u t.” 


Salyer is preparing directions 
for determ ining how and when

He also pointed 
out that the blooms do not last as 
ong for having had but little sun- 
hinio 
thf\v 
lack 
vitality

itrongth. The fact that homes an 
hoatod during these month:" and 
tho flowers must face air which in 
many cases lacks humidity, 
also 
contributes to their shorter life. 


Another 
prolilem 
is 
that of 
bringing the crop to bloom at the 
desired 
time. 
Poinsettias 
for 
Christmas and lilies 
for 
Easter 
were 
pointed 
to 
as 
examples. 
Christmas being on a fixed date 
and 
weather 
conditions 
being 
somewhat similar from

year, getting the

Van A, Loomis, in charge 
of tho detective 
division, 
an­ 
nounced that tho “ lie detector” 
will be used hereafter in ques­ 
tioning all suspects 
in 
major 
crimes. 


Suspects in future Import crim­ 
inal cases will be led into a well- 
uphol.'Jtered chamber where tho 
test is applied. 
Thtire they will 
engage in a two-hour conversa­ 
tion with troopers before being 
questioned concernirjg tho crime 
of which they aro suspected. 


They will bo asked If they are 
willing to undergo tho "lie detec­ 
tor” teat. 
If they acquiesce the 
detector will he fastened to their 
arm and chest and they will be 
asked questions reflating to 
the 
crime. 


Not T^egal Evidence 


"I am convinc(.‘d of the unquali­ 
fied suciMiss of 
tho 
machine,” 
Loomis said. 
“It has been used 
In only two major crimes so far. 
In ono case it has caused me to 
retract a hell^f in gtillt and In the 
other has led to an investigation 
now under way.” 


The "lio detector” record 
is 
not admlsslblu as 
evidence 
In 
Michigan courts, 
Loomis 
ex­ 
plained thiit H can bo used only 
as a “ leair' by Investigating of­ 
ficers.
